Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner Ailes initated interview by discussing independent claim 1 , 
specifically suggesting that the preamble be amended to be a system claim instead of an apparatus claim. Mr. 
Salfelder agreed to consult with applicant. Next, Mr. Ailes and Mr. Salfelder reviewed the final claim limitation of claim 
1 regarding the abilities of the information server. The Schuster reference was also reviewed. Mr. Ailes requested 
clarification of the term "information" and suggested that this term be narrowed in view of what is recited in dependent 
claim 3 and specifically what is the only type of information to be sent/displayed to a terminal when in an on-hook 
status. Mr. Salfelder clarified that this information in question is only sent from the information server when the terminal 
is in an on-hook status and stated that this feature is not taught by Schuster because the embodiments taught by 
Schuster only show information being sent to the terminal when in an off-hook condition. Mr. Ailes required an 
opportunity to review Schuster closely before agreeing to Mr. Salfelder's assertion with respect to when information can 
be received by the terminal. Agreement was made that the claims need to be further clarified with respect to what was 
discussed. specifically with respect to what type of information is being sent because Schuster does teach the use of 
caller ID and it is not clear to Mr. Ailes why this type of information would not be within the broadness of the term 
"information" Mr. Salfelder agreed to file a response to the non-final office action mailed 07 September 2006. 
Applicant is reminded to include a formal written reply and include the substance of the interview (MPEP 713.04).
